On 11/04/2015 at approximately 0812 hours, I received a phone call from my direct supervisor, 
Lieutenant Chou Her. He informed me there was a stabbing at the main UC Merced campus with at 
least four victims, one wounded by gunshot, and the suspect was in custody. I responded from my 
residence in my department issued vehicle with emergency lights and sirens. 

Narrative/Statements for WEDNESDAY, November 4, 2015 


Upon arrival at 0842 hours, I went directly to the Incident Command Post in front of the UC Merced 
Classroom and Office Building (COB). Lieutenant Her was speaking to command staff from the 
Merced County Sheriffs Office (MCSO) and organizing how their agency would search the COB 
building to locate additional victims and to confirm there was only one suspect involved. 

Lieutenant Her informed me Officer Lopez would need to be relieved as soon as 

our officers could relieve them, as they were involved in an officer involved shooting with the suspect. 

He told me they were on the Scholar's Lane Bridge with the deceased suspect. 

1 went to the bridge with Deputy Ly from MCSO because he told me he had already began to take scene 
photographs. Deputy Ly pointed out items near Mohammad's body. Mohammad's wallet was open. I 
took a photograph of the open wallet, which displayed his UC Merced CAT CARD photo identification 
and student Identification number. It read, "Faisal Mohammad 100238185." I provided Lieutenant Her 
with Mohammad's name and student ID number at the Incident Command post. 

Lieutenant Her informed me the victims were taken to Mercy hospital in Merced, Doctor's hospital in 
Modesto, and Memorial hospital in Modesto. He asked me to obtain statements from the victims as 
soon as possible. I went to the UCMPD to obtain my audio recorder from my office. W hile exiting the 

office I saw Officer Brandon Thomas walking with Officer Lope/ 

Officer Thomas spoke to me privately away from the other officers to confirm if I personally wanted to 
take Officer Lopez's gun for evidence or if it would be another investigator. I told him the MCSO would 
be conducting the Officer Involved shooting investigation. Officer Thomas was told by UCMPD 
administration to provide Officer Lopez with a replacement firearm, as he is the department Range 
Master. I told him to follow what he was instructed to do and told him I was not going to be taking 
possession of the firearm or conducting the officer involved shooting. 

INTERVIEW

After interviewing I received a phone call from Lieutenant Her to respond back campus because 
he neede d me to organize the crime scene team. He said he would have the MCSO Detectives interview 
the other victims in Modesto. 


As the off duty UC Merced Police Officers began to arrive on scene I spoke to them about their 
individual and team assignments to conduct the investigation. Officer Leytem, Officer Jacklitsch, 
Officer Partridge, Evidence Technician Mitzi Norquist, Dispatcher Josh Lutz, and I met at the bridge. 
From the sidewalk we spoke about processing the crime scene on the bridge and in the COB building. 
Crime scene tape had already been set prior to my arrival to completely block off the campus from the 
south end of bridge to the north end of the COB building. 


As the officers and I went back to the Incident command to meet with Lieutenant Her about the 
investigative steps to be taken, I was approached by MCSO Detective Sergeant Chuck Hale. He 
informed me his agency was already asked to conduct the Officer Involved Shooting investigation of the 
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incident by the UCMPD. Sergeant Hale stated the Sheriffs Office had their crime scene personnel on 
scene and offered to use the Total Station to obtain images/measurements of the scene. 

He explained if the UCMPD was to accept their help, it would be essential for MCSO to collect the 
evidence as well because they would be able to document it in a way that is consistent with how they 
process every major crime scene. 

Lieutenant Her expressed we would be conducting the overall crime investigation, because it is 
UCMPD’s jurisdiction. He told Sgt. Hale that I would have to be informed of the evidence details 
throughout the entire scene. Sgt. Hale agreed and said we would conduct a joint walk-through of the 
crime scene in an effort for both agencies to work together and be informed. Sgt. Hale explained it 
would be too difficult to definitively separate the Officer Involved shooting and crime scene, because 
they both are intertwined. 

With Lieutenant Her and Sgt. Hale's agreement in place, I walked with the MCSO crime scene 
investigators/Detectives from^^^^| to Scholar's Lane Bridge. Sgt. Hale and I agreed UCMPD 
would conduct all interviews, unless the witness saw the Officer Involved shooting. MCSO Detectives 
would interview those witnesses for the shooting portion of the incident. 

Sgt. Hale and I agreed the UCMPD would provide reports with the statements from the crime scene 
witnesses to MCSO to include the reports in. the case file for the Merced County District Attorney's 
Office for the review of the Officer Involved shooting investigation. 


Officer Leytem, Officer Jacklitsch, Officer Partridge, and I were told witnesses were located in COB 
322, the COB 2nd floor conference room, and the Dean's conference room in the Science & Engineering 
2 building. The four of us went to COB 322. 


I addressed the witnesses by thanking them for waiting patiently and explained the counseling services 
being offered immediately after their interview. Each officer interviewed a witness with their audio 
recorders activated. Please refer to the UCMPD supplemental reports for the witness statements to each 
of the police officers.
